Thig de 
velopment has been largely due to the en- 
terprise of growers and distributors in 
seeking new areas for the production of 
certain crops at seasons open to Eastern 
demand. New markets, too, have been won 
in spite of the serious geographical disad- 
vantage in transportation. In many of the 
recently developed areas, vegetables have 
brought wealth as a profitable unit in the 
crop scheme. As in the case of any indus- 
try undergoing rapid expansion, of course, 
uneconomic planting has ruled at certain 
times, but the stern law of supply and de- 
mand has penalized the overenthusiastic 

The California Department of Agricul- 
ture, through the Co-operative Crop Report- 
ing Service, has just issued the first com- 
prehensive report on the annual vegetable 
acreage, production and return that has 
been given to the industry.

The prospective grower, whether he be 
a new settler or a seasoned resident of 
California, has an intricate problem to deal 
with. Any proposed deal can be examined 
from a number of different angles. Whether 
it be a ploneer project or a going affair, it 
should be looked into very thoroughly and 
the different angles should be carefully 
studied. Figures are not always interest- 
ing, but a careful survey of existing con- 
ditions before buying, or before starting a 
project, will quite often place other figures 
in an interesting position in the bank bal- 
ance. 

The tmportance of proper analysis of a 
proposed farming project is not eagily over- 
emphasized. Getting reliable and pertinent 
data, as it applies to the proposition in 
Question, and looking at the results which 
it is reasonable to expect, is surely the 
right foundation for making a wise decision 
im advance of action in starting operations.

Redington brought the pledge of the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture to develop the station 
“as a lighthouse pointing the way” to bet 
ter methods of breeding rabbite and as & 
helpful agency im the development of the in- 
dustry as a whole. No phase of the indus 
try will be overlooked, the executive prom- 
ised om behalf of the Federal department. 

“With this station functioning at Foa- 
tana.’ Mr. Redington said, “there is no rea- 
son why Southern California should not be 
the leading rabbit-production center of the 
couptry. The public generally looks upon 
rabbit raising as a backyard hobby, but in 
California alome last year more than §2,000,- 
000 was returned to rabbit, breeders, and we 
ean safely say that within the next few 
years the rabbit-raising tmdustry will de 
velop into one of much greater proportions.” 

The United States Rabbit Experiment Sta- 
tion at Fontana is the firat of its kind in 
the country and occupies a five-acre tract 
along the Pacific Bilectric right-of-way but 
a few blocks from the Fontana townsite. 
The plant is equipped to carry out expert 
mental work of all phases of the industry. 
At present there are several hundred rab 
bite on hand which will be used in the work. 
The project includes a large administration 
building which houses the executive offices, 
a large experimental! laboratory, reception 
room and living quarters for the director. 
There are a number of buildings on the 
grounds containing rabbit hutches and also 
a large feed building 

One of the interesting experiments to be 
worked on is that of raising rabbits in col 
onies as hogs, poultry and other farm ant- 
mals are handled. For that purpose, sever- 
@i large open and covered runways with ce 
ment floors have been built with portable 
partitions so that the pen space may be 
adjusted to any size. it is pointed out that 
if the animals can be raised successfully 
by that method, a great saving can be ef- 
fected in the cost of establishing a rabbit 
plant because of the doing away with ex- 
pensive hutch construction.

Interest Growers 


BELLFLOWER.—Thirty tons of rhubarb 
is the expected yield from eighteen acres 
planted to the crop this year near Buena Park 
by R. L. Reynolds of La Habra. The variety 
is the Cherry rhubarb which possesses a 
fine color as well as flavor. The eighteen- 
acre tract containg 25,000 individual hills, 
planted seven feet between the rows, and 
four feet between the hills of the same row.

The best growers have no quarrel with 
inspection. When properly done, it does 
not hurt the bulbs, and, in the main, the 
treatment has been highly satisfactory. “Tr, 
on examination, no nematodes are found,” 
says Commissioner Robert McLean of San 
Diego county, “the bulbe may be vacuum 
fumigated for bulb files. Either hot water 
sterilization or vacuum fumigation is nec 
essary for interstate or intercounty ship 
ment. For interstate movement, shipments 
may be made on the baste of treatment giv- 
en the previous season, and of the absence 
of infestation either by nematodes or by 
bulb flies, as indicated on official inepec- 
tion.” 

That the checks are made with thorough- 
ness and that the nematode peril is under 
control is indleated by the records of the 
commissioner's office. From January 1 to 
May 56, 1927, there were 676 imepections 
in the field, prior to digging, covering 289 
lots and representing the stock of forty- 
seven growers. Thirty-four plantings were 
found to be entirely free from balb nema- 
todes while thirteen were partly infested; 
217 lots were found to be clean and seventy 
to be infested. Of the seventy infested 
lots, twenty-seven were not treated prior to 
planting, thirty-nine were treated, one was 
shipped in from another county on certifi- 
cation as uninfested stock, and three were 


ty prior to being shipped in. “But the thir- 
fity-nine treated lots, still showing infesta- 
|ition, represented only three growers, two 
of whom had grown their steck for a number 
jiof years and had an unusually heavy infes- 
tation of nematodes.

The moral of this, for the grower, would 
seem to be that bulbs should be grown on 
clean, uninfested land, and preferably not 
too long in one place. Mrs. D. A. Briggs 
of the Briggs Floral Company, Encinitas, 
makes a practice of renting land for her 
gladiolus growing, rather than buying it. 
She shifts her bulb population every year, 
finding the expense of laying pipes only to 
move them the next year a worth-while un- 
dertaking because of the advantage to her 
gladioli of growing on fresh soil. 

It is evident that the hot water treatment 
will reduce bulb nematodes to a mini- 
mum, provided, of course, that the treated 
stock is not replanted on infested ground. 
The case of bulb files, Commissioner Mc- 
Lean finds not so clear, for many lots of 
bulbs treated last season were found to be 
reinfested this year. Here, alao, the after- 
treatment of the bulb has counted, for 
many growers were careless in handling the 
bulbs after treatment and did not screen or 
protect them.

A NY practical medsures which can be 


' of such work rests chiefly fn the fact that 


it tends to check the insects’ 
when 
epraying will be necessary. Where the 
moth has become bad enough to cause an 
appreciable loss of nuts, the work directed 
against the overwintering larvae, oF 
worms, as they are commonly called, is 
secondary to the spring or summer cam- 
paign of spraying or dusting. 


Winter plowing is the simplest. and 
probably the most valuable, of these sup 
plementary measures. When the larvae, 
after feeding to their hearts’ content, 
emerge front the nuts in the fall, they tm- 
mediately seek protected places in which 
thir cocoons. If they leave the 
nut after it has fallen to the ground, some 
will make their winter quarters in any 
weeds, brush or similar material that may 
be present; others crawl into cracks in 
the ground. Plowing, prior to the middle 
of April, destroys many of the worms by 
dislodging and covering them with earth 
Before they have emerged as moths. — 


Larvae that leave the nuts before they 
have fallen, hunt for protected places about 
the limbs or trunk of the tree. The 


egacked, brittle, dead -weed—on

neglected, and loose bark all offer places 
of shelter that greatly increase the possl- 
bility of the individual insect’s passing a 
comfortable winter. The trimming out of 
dead wood, and the cleaning out and paint- 
ing of pruning wounds, will do away with 
many a moth which otherwise might lay 
eges enough to ruin several dozen nuts. 
The trimming will help only, however, if 
the refuse is burned before the moths 
emerge in the spring. Digging out a tree, 
or cutting off a limb, does not kill the lar- 
vae that are hidden in its cracks. To pile

Apple trees, due to the nature of their 
bark, are liable to carry more overwinter- 
ing worme than walnuts. In some dis 
tricts where walnut and apple trees were 
originally interplanted, the walnuts have 
become of good size, necessitating the re 
moval of the apples. The grubbing out is 
done, mostly, during the winter. Stumps 
and large branches are thrown on the 
woodpile. In spring the moths emerge 
from the bark crevices, and are forced to 
find a new host on which to lay their eggs.

There is evidence which tends to show 
that under such conditions, moths have 
been driven from apple to walnut trees. 


The control practises mentioned are car- 
ried on by most guccessful walnut grow- 
ers as a step in general orchard culture, 
without necessarily being intended to keep 
down the “bugs.” The benefit of such work 
is strikingly evident when comparisons 
between neglected and well kept orchards 
are made. 


Tree banding is the most common auxil- 
liary control operation intended solely to 
keep the worm in hand. The larvae, those 
that leave the nuts before they fall to the 
ground, crawl down the limbs in their search 
for a suitable place to hide; others, from 
the nuts on the ground, find the tree trunk 
and climb upward for the same purpose. If 
a burlap band is placed around the trunk of 
the tree about two or three feet from the 
ground, many of the larvae will crawl un- 
der it to spin their cocoons. The band can 
then be removed at intervals and the lar- 
vae killed. 


’ Old gunny sacks can be used for banding, 
if they are clean, on small plantings, but for 
large acreages the burlap can best be ob- 
tained in bolts forty inches wide by 100- 
yard lengthts. Bolts should be cut twice, 
thus forming three rolls of burlap a trifle 
over 13 inches in width and 100 yards long. 
(Have the dealer cut the bolts with special 
equipment—it's very difficult at home.) The 
roll can be taken into the orchard and the 
correct length cut off for each tree. If 
new material is used, several inches should 
be allowed for shrinkage. As placed on the 
tree, the cloth is folded twice so that a

WHERE PESTS GATHER 


The cracks and nail holes in drying trays 
and dehydrators offer a harbor for the 
worms that leavetthe nuts after they have 
been gathered. Trays can be sterilized with 
steam or boiling water. The special equip 
ment necessary for steaming, makes the 


method practical only as a community prop 
osition. One cooperative walnut packing- 
house In Los Angeles county has operated a 
steam tray sterilizer for four seasons, the 
Cost of treatment per tray being very low on 
account of the volume of work done. 

The hot water treatment can be aypptied 
quite easily by rigging up a dipping vat, 
in which water can be heated, large enough 
to hold a tray. Each tray should be im- 
mersed long enough in boiling water to al 
low the heat to penetrate into all of the 
crevices thoroughly—two minutes or longer. 


Dehydrators offer a more difficult prob 
lem than trays, because of their usual in- 
accessibility. A few farmers have tightly 
sealed the walls and roofs of their dehydra- 
tor sheds, so that the only light that enters 
the building comes through a screen door. 
Moths. emerging in the spring, fly to the 
screen where they can be killed with an 
ordinary swatter. 

After the nuts have dried sufficiently in 
the trays or dehydrator, they are sacked for 
movement to the packing-house. Larvae 
that merge while the nuts are in the bags 
often crawl into the burlap seams to build 
their cocoons. Sacks that have carried in- 
fested nuts thereby become a means of 
scattering the moth, if they are sent out to 
clean orchards to be refilled. To prevent 
this, several houses have installed vacuum 
fumigators in which all sacks are treated 
each time they are brought in. 


The fumigator consists of an fron cylinder 


capable of holding several hundred sacks. 


In operation, it is filled with empty sacks, 
tightly closed, and the air pumped out. A 
poisonous material, usually carbon bisul- 
phide, is then injected as a killing agent. 
The treatment is highly effective. 


In the summer, after spraying, it may 
prove helpful to hand pick damaged nuts 
from the trees, and gather al] that appear 
to be worm infested from the ground. It

Overprod uction Looms 
in Spring Lettuce 


By G. RISSER 

A lack of intelligent co-ordination of pro- 
duction, fllustrating a condition which 
should be corrected, is to be seen in the 
head lettuce plantings for spring shipment. 

Last season, rains during the fall and 
winter months interfered seriously with 
planting in the Salinas, Watsonville and 
other coast districts. As a result of this 
situation—the curtailed acreage re- 
tarded plantings in California—the lettuce 
crop last spring in Arizona was very prof- 
itable. 

This season, however, presents a very 
different situation. The rains, which inter- 
fered so seriously with field work and land 
preparation last season in Monterey, Santa 
Cruz and other coast lettuce growing coun- 
ties, did not occur this season to hold up 
preparation of lands. Growers 
to till their soil and put in their crop un- 
hampered by adverse weather conditions. 
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3927, 6600 acres had planted 
Salinas district, while on that date 
year, 8600 acres had been planted. 

Furthermore, growers in the Arizona dis- 
tricts, influenced by the high prices secured 
last year, have planted 13,000 acres for the 
1928 spring deal, as against 7800 acres last 
year. The movement of crops from Arizona 
and from the central coast districts of Cal- 
ifornia will seriously conflict this season, 
and if the crops turn out as indicated by 
the acreage, there will be a great overpro- 
duction of lettuce for April and May ship- 
ment. 


Possibly some means of working together 
and avoiding such a situation in the future 
can be worked out. 


See Good Crop Year in 
San Diego Area 


SAN DIEGO.—County Farm Adviser 
James G. France predicts that San Diego 
county ranches will earn for their owners 
between $15,000,000 and $20,000,000 during 
1928. This announcement was given out 
recently, following a survey by Mr. France 
and county horticultural commissioner, R. 
R. McLean. Both men stated that, although 
it is early to predict what the crops will be, 
they believe that 1928 will be a record- 
breaker. Following is a list of crops and 
probable acreages for the current year as 
indicated by the survey: Grain hay, 40,000; 


alfalfa, 5500; barley, 8000; wheat, 2000; 
corn, 2000; lima beans, 7000: apples, 674: 
peaches 1285: olives, 1400; walnuts, 434; 


pears, 270; apricots, 635; prunes 285: plums, 
320;. almonds 128; figs, 309: cherries, 130: 
avocados, 318; lemons, 4382; oranges 1633; 
grapefruit, 135; muscat grapes, 3267: wine 
grapes, 1934; table grapes, 1874: celery, 
750, potatoes 1650; peas, 300: green beans, 
400: tomatoes, 4000: cauliflower, 809. 
There are 35,000 bee colonies in the coun- 
ty, and they are expected to produce be- 
tween forty and fifty carloads of honey this 


ed year. 


At the present time range conditions are 
reported to be very good, but ranchers state 
that more rain is imperative if this condi- 
tion is to continue thoughout the summer. 
The largest cattle ranch in San Diego coun- 
ty is that of Charles L. Hardy—the Santa 
Margarita of 201,000 acres. Ranchers whose 
land is adjacent to the Cleveland National 
Forest have been renting land from the 
government. There is a total of $1,525 acres 
of lands of this kind. 

Among the county industries that are 
forging ahead are bulb, cut flower and nur- 
sery stock growing. There are about 1000 
acres devoted to this around Encinitas and 
Carisbad. The county’s chief poultry dis 
tricts are Ramona, Escondido, Fallbrook, 
El Cajon, La Mesa, Lemon Grove, Vista, 
National City and Chula Vista. 


BEES IN GOOD HEALTH 


RIVERSIDE.—Report of C. A. Wurth, hor- 
ticultural inspector in charge of apiaries 
in Riverside county, for the month of Febru- 
ary, shows bees in excellent condition in 
this district. There were 727 colonies in- 
spected during the month, and of this num- 
ber only twenty-six colonies were found tn- 
fested with any disease.

weather, the eggs hatch quickly into mag- 
gots which bore into and destroy the bulbs 
after they have been planted. 


Of narcissus bulbs alone, in San Diego 
county, some fifty-five tons were given the 


hot-water treatment last season. During 
the present season, the quantity treated 
will undoubtedly be greatly increased, for 
growers are gaining confidence in the meth- 
od’s efficacy. San Diego county has two bulb 
sterilizing plants—one at Chula Vista and 
the other at Encinitas. 


SKILL IMPORTED 


There is one effect of the embargo on 
Holland bulbs we don't hear so much about, 
but which is none the less destined to have 
a far-reaching influence on our bulb indus- 
try. Although the bulbs were barred, the 
bulb grower was not excluded. Since he 
could not sell his bulbs in this land of the 
dollar and found his market curtailed, he 
followed his market. During the last three 
or four years, many a Hollander has come 
over to this country, bought a few or many 
acres, according to his purse or inclination, 
and started in growing bulbs. He has 
brought with him his skill and knowledge 
of the craft, also his inheritance of pains- 
taking industry and that real love for the 
bulbs which ts almost a feeling of kinship 
with the lovely things. 


This infusion of skill in the handicraft 
side of flower-growing and of inherited predi- 
lection for horticultural accuracy, should 
be a awelcome one. Whether the second 
generation will hold to the traditional in- 
terest of the forebears remains to be seen. 
However, one of the problems ahead of the 
bulb grower is the obtaining of skilled la- 
bor, -the patient, painstaking, flower-loving 
type of workman more common among the 
English, Scotch, Germans, Hollanders and 
Belgians, than among our own. The influx 
of newcomers from the bulb lands will help 
solve this problem. 


TYPES OF GROWERS 


Roughly speaking, bulb growers in Cali- 
fornia are of three types. There is the 
strictly commercial grower who, having 
found a few sorts or even one bulb profit- 
able and rightly practical to grow, keeps his 
attention fixed on that, perfecting market- 
ing and growing methods for his spectality. 
Then there is the highly skilled professional 
who, although a commercial grower, is in- 
tensely interested in his bulbs from other 
angles: he is experimenting endlessly, ssek- 
ing always for improvement in types, careful 
and exact as to nomenclature. He may not 
make as much money as the first type of 
grower—or he may make more—but he has 
much more fun; his bulb growing is an ad- 
venture as well as a trade. His work is of 
great value in the advancement of horticul- 
ture. 


| The third type ts an essentially Califor- 
nian product—the skilled and successful 
amateur, who, beginning with a back yard, 
gradually increases his acreage until, in a 
small way, he becomes a grower. His (or 
her) name fs legion and there is no estimat- 
ing the importance of such growers in the 
industry. Without the grower of this type 
the flower shows would languish. The 
skilled amateur, too, often develops into 4 
grower of one of the other two types. Some- 
times, of course, he is careless about nomen- 
clature, sella bulbs in indifferent quality, 
or otherwise depresses the high standard 
of the industry. His value, however, far 
exceeds his demerits in most cases. It Is 
in localities where the big growers have 
their large acreage, that most of these little 
fellows hold forth. Every other yard in 
some such communities seems to have 
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caught the bulb infection and blossoms with 
gladioli, tulips or freesias. 
WE'VE AN “EDGE” 

California conditions are different—very 
—~from those in Holland and “back east.”

A Million a Day 
for Taxes 


Most farmers have experienced increases 
in their tax bills in recent years. So have 
the railroads, 


The railroads in 1916 paid $429,000 a day 
in taxes. In 1927 they paid $1,066,000 a day. 
Their 1927 taxes were two and one-half 
times as much as their 1916 taxes. 


The increase in railway taxes has ar ex- 
ceeded the increase in railway investment. 
The investment in railway property in 1927 
was 40 per cent greater than in 1916, but 
railway taxes were 150 per cent gréater. 


‘The money which the railroads as a whole 
had left after paying their operating ex- 
penses and taxes was about the same in 1927 
as in 1916, despite their increased invest- 
ment in property.

GAVE UP COLONY PLAN 


When Mr. Briggs bought the Santa Paula 
Saticoy grant his purpose was to form a 
colony, but after the death of his wife a 
short time after his arrival In Ventura 
county, he abandoned this plan, although 
he continued in his efforts to Improve and 
increase the deciduous fruit and the raisin 
industries of the State. The entire Ventura 
county grant of four leagues was sold by 
Mr. Briggs in 1866 to E. B. Higgins, who 
subdivided the property, which today in- 
cludes some of the richest and most pro- 
ductive land in the county. 


The first American home constructed on 
the Santa Paula y Saticoy rancho was that 
of Benjamin Briggs, brother of George 
Briggs, whose residence was erected later 
within what is now the city of Santa Paula. 
The first house was placed close by the 
ruims ofanold adobe building of which there 
is no record of ownership. The dilapidated 
Spanish house was a weather-stained land- 
mark rising among the stumps of a deplet- 
ed vineyard. The remains of an irrigation 
ditch followed the northern slope of the 
vineyard. This disintegrated water- 
course was repaired and used by Mr. Brigzs 
as an irrigation system for his garden and 
afterward for 150 acres of orchard land. 


Mn. Briggs, whose death occurred in 
1885, came to California with his family in 
an oxcart at the time ofthe gold rush. Dur- 
ing the thirty-six years he lived in the 
State his great interest was in agriculture 
rather than mining. For a number of years 
before coming to Ventura county he was 
known as the “melon king” because of the 
fortune he had made in melon raising in 
the northern part of the State. The first 
pound of melon seed he bought had been 
shipped by schooner from South America 
and he paid $20 for ft. 


He then engaged in deciduous fruit grow- 
ing. He conducted experiments with vege- 
table crops, with walnuts, with almonds, of 
which he raised a hundred acres, and final- 
ly with grapes, for the purpose of raisin 
production. Some of the orchards Mr. 
Briggs stocked with trees remain today 
and continue productive. 


CLOSE DELINTING PLANT 

MESA.— (Ariz.) The agricultural depart- 
ment of the University of Arizona is 
going out of the business of delinting cot- 
ton seed. According to Dr. J. G. Brown, plant 
pathologist, the benefit of the system has 
been demonstrated amply, and the time has 
come for private agencies to take over the 
work.

EL CENTRO.—Preliminary estimates cov- 
‘ering the 19288 Imperial Valley cantaloupe 
and other melon acreage, indicate a crop 
considerably smaller than that of last sea- 


clalist, both of the California Cooperative 
Crop Reporting Service, recently complet- 
ed a survey of the growing area, and, ac 
cording to their figures a total of 23,027 
acres had then been planted, with another 
9799 acres still to put out. The total esti- 
mated area of 32,825 acres for all plant- 
ings ie about 7000 acres short of last year’s 
crop. Of this total acreage, it is estimated 
that 24,461 acres will be devoted to canta- 
loupes, and 8364 acres to honey balls, hon- 
ey dews and miscellaneous melons. 


B. A. Harrigan, ay og County Horticul- 
tural Commissioner, has just completed an- 
other survey, independent of the one con- 
ducted by the Crop Reporting Service ex- 
perts, in which he estimates the 1928 crop 
at 5000 acres below the figure set by 
Messrs. Kaufman and Hakins. Mr. Harrigan 
estimates the total valley crop at 27,823 
acres, of which 15,000 acres will be “cov- 
ered.” His estimate differs from the State 
department figures principally with respect 
to the honey dew, honey ball and miscel- 
laneous acreage. He contends, after a sur- 
vey of the district, that little more than 
3000 acres will be planted to these varie 
ties.

FILLMORE.—The large citrus property | 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Keith Spaulding, | 
called the Rancho Sespe, near Fillmore, | 
in Ventura county, is undergoing an exten- | 
sive expansion program. The Spauldings | 
have recently purchased a large ranch ad- | 
joining Rancho Sespe on the north side, | 
which is being developed for citrus.

Every possible care 
has been exercised in the growing of these 
trees to produce the best. Careful culling 
was practised from the very start to elim- 
inate the weak trees from the seedlings when 
planting in the nursery row. No weak tree 
was allowed to live beyond the point of 
showing that it was weak. Care was also 
taken in the selection of buds. These were 
taken from trees of known production. 
Records of the parent tree are maintained 
in the nursery rows, and when the trees 
are planted in orchard form, an individual 
tree history is kept so that the responses 
of these trees can be noted over a period of 
years. 

An interesting innovatian in plgnting 
methods, as practised at the Rancho Ses- 
pe this year, is seen in the manner of hand- 


ling the young trees. Instead of tying a cut [ 


sack around each individual tree, the trees 
are treated for balling, as is the customary 
practice, with the exception that the ball 
of soil is placed in an uncut sack without 
tying. These are then transplanted to the 
tracts to be planted, in trucks cushioned 
with straw. It has been found that this is 
much cheaper than the customary method 
of handling balled trees, as the sacks can 
be used over and over again.

Tt was only after his death in 1800 
that his successor, Doctor Wilhelm Dorp- 
feld, discovered that the sixth layer from 
bottom and third from the top’ was the 
long lost Troy. Only one Homeric wall 
of imposing dimension stands, and one 
great tower facing the Hellespont. But 
this tower fortunately is part of the 
Scaean Gate which played such a heavy 
role in the Tiiad. All the other conspic- 
uous ruins are Roman. 

Eagerly, Roderic and I made our way 
to the top of the Scaean Tower. The 
wind, sweeping always southward down 
the Hellespont, blew steadily against us. 
“Windy Troy!” How often Homer men- 
tions the wind! I well understand why 
this tower was the chief observation post 
of the city. All about us spread the 
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half lost in summer haze, Mount 
the station from which Zeus watched 
great conflict, dominated the scene.

“Thrice Around the 
Windy Walls of Troy” 
in the Footsteps of 
Hector, Achilles and 
Alexander 


BE ALL have our dreams. Other- 


sentimental! life-long dream of my own: 
I've dreamed of swimming the most 
dramatic river in the world—the Hell- 
espont. Lord Byron once wrote that he 
would rather have swum the Hellespont 
— written all his poetry. So would 

! 

To me the Hellespont was not just a 
narrow strait of cold blue water, dis- 
charging the Black Sea and the Sea of 
Marmora into the Aegean. Far more 
than that: it was a tremendous symbol, 
~—€ symbol of audacity, of challenge, of 
epic poetry, and heroic adventure. 

Through this same Hellespont, Jason, 
in his immortal ship, the Argo, sailed in 
quest of the Golden Fleece. For ten 
years, from 1104 to 1184 B. C., the fleets 
of the Greeks were beached at its en- 
trance, while their armies, led by Aga- 
memnon, Achilles and Ulysses, thunder- 
ed at the lofty walls of Troy. It was 
across this stream that Leander nightly 
swam to keep his clandestine’ trysts 
With Hero. In the very wake of Lean- 
cer, in one of the most spectacular 
military exploits in history, King Xerxes 

f Persia, the mightiest ruler of his 
ime, crossed from Asia to Europe with 
a colossal army for the invasion of 
Greece 

tere in the following century Alexan- 
der the Great ferried his Macedonians 
from Europe to Asia to begin his con- 
quest of the world. Back once more in 
the fourteenth century rolled the tide 
of invasion from east to west; this time 
the Turkish conquests that were to turn 
the Hellespont from that day te this into 
Saracenic property, making all the east- 
ern Mediterranean a Turkish lake. Since 
1600 Russia has fought periodic wars 
a the possession of this storied chan- 
nel. 


And now the shores of this same Hel- 
lespont are dotted with the wrecks of 
sunker allied battle fleets and strewn 
with the graves of a hundred thousand 
French and English soldiers, whose 
blood was squandered in rivers in the 
desperate attempt in 1915 to plant the 
Allied flags over the rocks where Hero 
jeined her drowned romantic lover in 
dim antiquity. Indeed, one’s spirits surge 
to read the amazing record of this fate- 
ful stream and realize how repeatedly it 
has shaped the destiny of the world. 


This, then, is the Hellespont, and the 
scene where my dream came true. 

Few water courses can boast of hav- 
ing seen the rise and fall of as many 
stately cities on its banks as can the 
He.lespont. Of these the two most fa- 
millar to us (though they have long 
since crumbled into dust) are Sestos and 
Abydos: the former on the European 
side of the narrowest part of the Hel- 
lespont; the latter almost opposite on 
the Asian, some three miles away. 

And why are these two cities, from 
among the scores of their contempo- 
raries, alone favored with immortality? 
Ts it because of their great military con- 
quests, or their celebrated or 
their marble temples? No, none of 
these. They are immortal because a 
youth—an undistinguished, undescribed 
yvuth of Abydos, named Leander—tragi- 
cally loved an equally undistinguished 
maida of Sestos named Hero: and legends 
of love refuse to die. 

One loved fiercely in legendary Greece. 
Hero, priestess of a temple though she 
was, and consequently sentenced to a 
soveless life, was no less human than her 
y sisters 
And so they met in secret, Leander and 
the Sestos cliffs. Dis-

unsubdued by the sinister river’s power, 
Leander swam his way back to Hero's 
arms—and then to Abydos again—and 
many nights that followed. 

And then one dawn, after a night of 
furiour storm, there on the seething 
rocks below her window, the strong white 
body of her lover lay, tossed at her feet 
by some pitying water god. In despair 
she plunged from her window into the 
svirling waters. 

And so today, because a man died for 
a inaid, and a maid for a man. Sestos 
and Abydos are not forgotten as were 
their great contemporaries. Time anni- 
hilates all things but romance. I do 
not aoubt that in some distant time, 
when our modern world is dust, the 
story of Hero and Leander still will stir 
mankind,
